They are showing by their argu- 


ments, and also by comparisons, the 
wide difference between the method 
by which the government conducts 
business, and the manner in which 
the -same business would be trans- 
acted by any successful private busi- 
ness. 
Incidentally they are furnish- 


ing an exceedingly strong argument 
against government ownership of va- 
rious utilities which is urged from 
time to time by various interests, ami 
indicating that if the government has 
never been able to conduct Its vari- 
ous departments upon an economical 
basis that government ownership would 
likely result in further reckless and 
wasteful expenditure of the 
public 


money in addition to inefticient ser- 
vice. 


Senator John Sharp Williams de- 


clares that It costs the government 
practically six dollars for every bath 
a' Senator taftes In the luxurious sen- 
ate office baths. This is a -small Item, 
but it is one of spending the public 
money. Despite the fact that Sena- 
tor Williams insisted that the baths 
be removed and the space they occupy 
used for the storage, -of public doc- 
uments, for which there is lack ' of 
room, the Senate has recently appro- 
priated 
?3,COO a year additional for 


renting it place to store public doc- 
uments. 


Senators' cite instances of the gov- 


ernment paying twice and even four 
times as much rent for buildings as 
was paid when the buildings were 
occupied by private 
business con- 


cerns. 


Senator Gallinger of New 
Hamp- 


shire says that there is a building re- 


j eently rented- by the District of Col- 


umbia for $8000 a year, for which 
the government department now oc- 
cupying It pays fully 
double 
that 


amount. Senator Gallinger -says that 
if there was an investigation of the 
rentals paid in this city by the gov- 
ernment the results would astonish 
everybody. 


Senator Williams declares he known 


of one instance where the govern- 
ment has rented a building for four 
times the annual rental which was 
paid by Us former occupant, a pri 
vale individual, and this in a section 
where there has not been any un 
usual increase in the value of pri 
srly er advance In the average i nt ils 
Senator Williams suggests an inves- 
tigation to flnd not only what depart- 
ment 'or bureau Is responsible for hir- 
ing this place at a quadruple rental, 
but" what flesh and blood man is di- 
rectly responsible and why be agreed 
to pay so much more than was pre 
viously paid. 


The annual amount paid for ren- 


tals in this city by the government is 
almost $000,000, and, If, as several 
Senators claim, the Government pays 
double and more than double the ren- 
tal it should pay the waste in this 
item alone is $300,000 and probably 
more each year.

London,—Now that Robin Hood, 


prince of outlaws, has appeared again 
on the stage, It may be interesting to 
know what his former haunt, Sher- 
wood forest, is like today. "When he 
was alive the forests of North York- 
shire were one immense woodland; but 
even in its present shrunken'size Sher- 
wood is said by a correspondent of the 
Bellman to lie unequalled in all Eu- 
rope. 


From the days of the Normans to 


the time of the Stuarts, some six cen- 
turies, the kings of England were oft- 


lu Sherwood forest enjoying the 


pleasures of the chase. 
Here and 


there were royal hunting boxes, of 
which little now remains save more or 
less legendary stories^ But there are 
still in existence' many remnants of 
the religious houses which in their 
day were both 
numerous and 
im- 


portant. 
• 


The district known as The Dukerle, 


is perhaps the finest portion of the 
existing forest. . Its title is due to the 
fact that within its borders were the 
homes of the dukes of Portland, New- 
castle, Norfolk, Kingston and .Leeds. 
There is no duke of Kingston today, 
and the dukes of Norfolk and of Leeds 
have parted, with their properties. But 
Earl Manvers, a representative of the 
Kingston family, worthily maintains 
at Thoresby the best traditions of his 
face. As Welheck Abbey the duke ol 
Portland resides, anr the duke of New 
castle's principal seat is the home of 
his father's at Clumber. 


Sherwood is of such antiquity that 


no record or history makes a1 Y men- 
tion of its beginning. There it scarce- 
ly a doubt that" it was part of the 
aboriginal forest,land with-w Ich at 
one time England was almost covered. 
Now all that remains of the beautiful 
woodland is comprised in the portions 
of Birkland and Bllhngh. 
. It is feared, .though, the forest's 
rapid deterioration may be predicted, 
for railways-are to be run through and 
coal pits are being opened in the near 
neighborhood and no great time will 
likely elapse before the forest in all 
its beauty will he a thing of the past. 


One of the most venerable of the 


ancient manarchs is the Queen, or 
Major, oak. At first glance it may be 
slightly disappointing, for the mans 
of foilnge almost obscures the wonder- 
ful trunk, but. a nearer approach will 
fill yon with surprise and delight. It
